There is a saying that says “go 
big or go home.” 

That’s exactly what Catherine 
O’Donnell, the founder and execu¬ 
tive pastry chef of Willow Cakes 
and Pastries did on Canada Day 
with a giant cake. 

For the past seven years the peo¬ 
ple of Niagara-on-the-Lake have 
waited in scorching summer heat, 
rain and wind in anticipation to see 
what O'Donnell and her pastry 
makers have come up with. 

A day-long Canada Day festival 
was held at Simcoe Park, which is 
put on annually by the Friends of 
Fort George. 

The crowd thickened at 3 p.m., 
as the giant cake paraded down 
Queen St. 


The event featured the 41st 
Regiment Fife and Drum Corps, 
which led the massive cake along 
the route and delivering it to Simcoe 
Park. 

The transportation of the giant 
cake is a stressful event for those 
responsible for getting it to the final 
location in one piece. Because of 
the possibility of rain this year, a 
tent was put up in Simcoe Park to 
host the giant cake. Once it arrived 
at the park organizers soon realized 
that the tent was shorter than the 
cake. 

The tent was lifted as nine peo¬ 
ple lifted the massive cake off of the 
truck. As it wobbled back and forth 
the crowd that gathered gasped. 
Despite some tense moments, the 
cake reached the table in one piece, 
and it was then O’Donnell could 
breathe a sigh of relief.

Each year O’Donnell and her 
staff have the goal to outdo them¬ 
selves from the previous year, and 
they did just that. They caputured 
the War of 1812 theme, which was 
designed to represent the burning 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake. The cake 
also featured some modern day 
symbols of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and celebrated Canada Day. 

The cake fed about 3,000 peo¬ 
ple, and takes roughly 160 hours to 
complete, using about 600 eggs, 
100 pounds of flour, 50 pounds of 
sugar and 30 pounds of butter. 

O’Donnell cut her massive cake, 
along with Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
Gary Burroughs, regional chair 


and MPP Kim Crator. 

The day-long festivities began 
at 8 a.m., with a pancake breakfast, 
which led up to a spectacular new 
musical fireworks display. 

At noon, NOTL Rotary Club 
took over with a barbecue lunch in 
the park. And for music lovers 
entertainment was held at the 
bandshell, which began at 1 p.m., 
with Frankie Phelan Five Plus 
Two. 

Fort George was open all day 
with no charge for admission. 

Events thrilled both young and 
old, including the Kiddie Militia 
and Drill, the Fort George Artillery, 
a dinner barbecue and More Bad 
News and the Horns from Hell in 
the evening.

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Bull elephants and their advice for IBS 


Would you like to have 
your picture taken in the 
nude, sitting on a toilet? 
Then have the photo pub¬ 
lished in a national news¬ 
paper? Surely, we’d all sue 
for such an indignity. But 
once a photo showed Diew, 
a bull elephant, who’d 
been trained to sit on an 
elephant-sized toilet. No 
doubt the photo was meant 
to show that the irritable 
bowel syndrome (IBS) is 
an elephant-sized prob¬ 
lem. But editors published 
the wrong photo. 

It’s ironic that an ele¬ 
phant can be trained to sit 
on a toilet seat but humans 
can’t be taught how to 
avoid IBS. It’s estimated 
that 25 percent of North 
Americans suffer from this 
disconcerting disease. 

Diew, sitting on his 
throne, might question 
whether IBS is actually a 
disease. Diseases are sup¬ 
posed to have pathology,

and with IBS the bowel 
appears to be normal. 
Nevertheless, Diew might 
have sympathy with so 
many humans who suffer 
from abdominal bloating, 
irregular bowel move¬ 
ments, constipation and 
gas. 

Medical journals report 
no known cause for IBS. 
But the intelligent ele¬ 
phant might know that 
humans get into trouble 
because of a variety of 
human errors. 


I’m not an expert on 
bull elephants, but I’ve 
never heard that they need 
laxatives. Humans, on the 
other hand, have devoured 
laxatives for years. TV 
commercials stress their 
daily need. And the habit 
has ruined millions of 
bowels. Human intestines 
become lazy when laxa¬ 
tives do the work for them. 
Studies in mice show that 
when they’re given laxa¬ 
tives for four months, 
degeneration of intestinal 
nerves occurs. 

Diew is obviously not 
easily embarrassed. He 
can defecate at any time 
and anywhere he desires 
with or without a toilet. 
But humans must some¬ 
times delay the call of 
nature. Patients tell me 
they frequently postpone 
a bowel movement. They 
may be at an important 
meeting. Or the call of 
nature is inconvenient for 


other reasons. This is a 
good start on the road to 
IBS. 

A bull elephant would 
also remind humans that 
he and other animals in 
zoos are provided a more 
nutritious diet than 
humans. There’s no junk 
food or packaged dinners 
laden with salt and sugar. 
Rather, they receive ade¬ 
quate amounts of fiber 
that make their stools 
bulky and soft, rather than 
hard as rocks. 

I tried to convince read¬ 
ers several years ago that a 
high fiber diet usually 
causes soft stools to float. 
This column caused one 
reader to complain he got 
a still neck from checking 
the toilet bowel. 

Since elephants have 
long memories, Diew 
might also give humans a 
history lesson on the vir¬ 
tues of a high fiber diet. 
Hippocrates, the father of 


medicine, preached the 
value of whole wheat 
bread, vegetables and fruit 
as a way of assuring soft 
stools. Dr. Cleaves, the 
ship’s surgeon on the bat¬ 
tleship King George V, 
cured his sailors of consti¬ 
pation during World War I 
by giving them unpro¬ 
cessed bran. 

Humans also need to be 
reminded that increased 
dietary fiber, by keeping 
stools soft, helps to pre¬ 
vent diverticulosis. Hernias 
of the colon sometimes 
become infected resulting 
in diverticulitis that may 
require surgery to remove 
segments of the large 

To further drive home 
the value of fiber Diew 
would also explain that it 
fights obesity and diabetes, 
two of the nation’s major 
killers. It’s easy to drink 
sugar laden drinks and still 
be hungry. But when bulky 


fiber foods are part of the 
diet they decrease the 
hunger reflex and fewer 
calories are consumed. 

To prevent bowel move¬ 
ments as hard as rocks, 
labels on food products 
report the fiber content. 
The day should be started 
with all bran cereal and 
whole wheat bread. Whole 
wheat pasta, fruits, raw 
vegetables, nuts, seeds and 
raisins should be added to 
salads. Plain popcorn, 
almonds, dried apricots 
and dates make good 
snacks. 

Since Diew can be 
trained to sit on a toilet 
perhaps he can also be 
taught to use a camera. It’s 
only fair game that editors 
should allow Diew to snap 
a photo of an embarrassed 
human sitting on the 
throne clad only in his 
birthday suit while desper¬ 
ately straining to pass the 
hard rocks of IBS.

When Pastor Herman 
Neufeld and his wife 
Kathy were asked to lead 
a flock of mixed religious 
backgrounds 15 years 
ago, people who had 


turned away from the 
church, and those who 
were hurting, he agreed.
